Claims 52-96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Chen et al. 'Chemical attachment 
Haddon makes reference to a derivatized SWNT. Note the 'other publications' section and 



Applicant's arguments filed 8/23/04 have been considered but are not persuasive. 

The reference gives a reasonable expectation that the claims are possessed, particularly 
since the claims only require 'one' substituent group attached. A Declaration repeating the 
experiment of the reference and analysis to determine the number of attached groups should be 
undertaken and submitted.
